To the inhabitants of the Town of Hillsborough, 
County of Hillsborough, in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs. | 

You are hereby notified to meet at Childs’ Opera 
House in said town, on Tuesday, the eighth day of March 
né <t, at nine of the clock in th2 forenoon, to act on the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1. Tochoose three Selectmen, Town Treasurer, Tax 
Collector, Highway Agent and Town Clerk for the ensuing 
year, Trustee of the Fuller Public Library for the two en- 
suing years, and all other neccessary town officers or agents 
for the ensuing year. 

2. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Town Clerk, 
Town Treasurer and Tax Collector to the Town Auditors, 
the reports of the Auditors, Agents, Committees or other 
town officers heretofore chosen or appointed, and to pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

3. To raise such sums of mouey as may be necessary 
to meet the current expenses of the town, and apply upon 
the principal and imterest of the town debt, or pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the building and repairing of highways, bridges 
and culverts. 

5. To see if the town will vote toraise any money for 
school purposes other than that required by law or pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money, not to exceel seventy-five ($75.00) dollars, for 
Senator Grimes Post, G. A. R., to be used Memorial Day. 
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+. ‘To see if the town will vote that no Iaquor Agent 
or Agents shall be appointed for the ensuing year. 

8. Toseeif the town will vote to continue the present 
laws in force prohibiting cattle and horses from running at 
large in the highways. 

9. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum of 
one hundred dollars from the estate of John M. Curtis for 
the perpetual care of the burial plat of the late Willam H. 
Gray, in the Pine Hill Cemetery, or pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

1o. To see if the town will vote to raise any money 
for the support of the Fuller Public Library, or pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

11. To seeif the'town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to extend Whittemore Street to connect with Holman 
Street, and raise money therefor or pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

12. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money, not to exceed one hundred dollars, for the purpose 
of celebrating Old Home Week, or pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

13. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to completing the Town History, or pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

14. To transact all other business which may legally 
come before said meeting.

Report of the Selectmen, 


For the Year Ending Feb. 15, 1904. 


To THE CITIZENS OF HILLSBOROUGH, N. H. 


We respectfully submit for your inspection our annual 
report with the reports of all the other Town Officers and 
Committees as well as the Precinct Officers and School 
Boards to which we refer you for information regarding the 
receipts and expenditures in any of the departments. 

You will doubtless notice that the indebtedness of the 
town has been increased during the year to the extent of 
$593.04. To offset this we desire to call your attention to 
the fact that the town’s appropriations for the year 1903 
were $2750.00 less than the year 1902 The unusual ex- 
penses of the town during the year are the Water street sur- 
face sewer costing $1474.15, police station and sewer, new 
road machine and harnesses costing about $500 more. All 
this should be considered in criticising the acts of your 
selectmen. 

The petition of Mr. Amariah Smith and others for an 
extension of Whittemore to Holman Street, considering the 
expense attending its construction and land damages, we 
have referred to the annual town meeting for your consider- 
ation and action. 

The Surface Sewer extension was a case of “had to be.” 
Very soon after our election we were notified by Mr. Robt. 
B. Clement that it must be removed from its present loca- 
tion or pay damages for its extensive flcoling of the land 
where it then emptied. 

As soon as we could we investigated the matter 
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thoroughly but we were unable to arrange with Mr. Clem- 
ent any satisfactory price for damages, Mr. Clement insist- 
ing with good nature that it must be removed from his 
land. We were able to obtain permission from Messrs. John 
B. Smith and George EH. Gould of the Contoocook Mill Cor- 
poration to cross their land and empty into the river or 
raceway with no land damages provided the waste water 
was taken from the watering trough near the residence of 
the late Horace Gould on Water Street, thereby preventing 
the waste water from the trough and vicinity crossing and 
injuring the lumber yard. The sewer to remain as long as 
the present corporation owned the real estate but any dam- 
age done to it in operating the present plant, erecting new 
buildings or repairing the present ones to be repaired at the 
expense of the town. 

The sewer, more than 1200 feet long with five man- 
holes, has been completed and is in good working order. 
The excavating on part of Water St. and from it to the race- 
way was simply terrible. As it was impossible to obtain 
sufficient help here, after considerable effort and expense 
we were able to obtain eleven or twelve Italians who soon 
appreciating the situation struck for more pay, then for 
rubber boots and latest for less hours. ‘The former was re- 
fused but the two last were granted and the sewer complet- 
ed at acost of $1474.15. (See note.) 

By request of the Board of Health the Police Station 
has been connected with the sewer at an expense of more 
than $125.00 and the building repaired. 

Owing to business engagements Mr. Walter J. A. 
Ward was obliged to be away nearly all the time since 
July 1, 1903. His absence rendered it necessary for the two 
remaining members to do the whole of the Selectmen’s labor 
usually done by three. With these few remarks we respect- 
fully submit our annual report.

Committee on Town History. 


To fill vacancies on this committee, caused by resigna- 
tion or death, three new members were appointed at the 
last Annual Meeting and later the Committee appointed an- 
other member, thus practically re-organizing the committee. 

There was found no record of work done by the com- 
mittee on any of the various topics pertaining to the town 
history with the exception of a good amount of genealogi- 
cal work by Dr. John Goodell, the only remaining member 
of the original committee. 


At the present date, work has been done on five to six 
hundred families; also on such other topics as early indus- 
tries, histories of the older churches, etc. 

The committee has endeavored to engage some expert 
on historical work, but has not been able to find a suitable 
one. Some additional assistance is expected this spring, 
however, and more rapid progress can undoubtedly be 
made. 

The genealogical work so far done has related princi- 
pally to the older families and early settlers. On this line 
it has been exceedingly difficult to obtain sufficient and 
correct data, owing to the reluctance of relatives to furnish 
the desired information, Blank forms and letters have 
been sent to many in town and elsewhere without eliciting 
the slightest answer. It is of interest to the town to have a 
full record of our early settlers. It is of equal interest to 
the present descendants of those settlers, but the committee 
will be obliged to omit many names unless the citizens, to 
whom enquiries are made, will assist the committee in 
promptly furnishing answers to the several questions. 

The town has been very generous in its appropriations 
for carrying on this work and we hopt we may have the 
personal co-operation of every citizen, that we may produce 
a valuable and interesting publication, complete in all its 
different topics.

Che Board of BLoducation, 


For Special School District, 


For THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY I5, 1904. 


As soon as possible after the close of the schools in 
June much needed repairs began on the school house, and, 
although a portion of the appropriation remains in the 
treasury, the result is very satisfactory. 

By filling the many crevices, the rooms have been 
easily heated by a ten-pound pressnre against fifteen in 
recent seasons and our school house in its new coat of paint 
is an ornament to the village. 

The corps of teachers remains the same as last year, 
with the exception of the High School Assistant. Miss 
Farman’s resignation at the beginning of the Spring term 
was regretted. Miss Trask completed the year’s work suc- 
cessfully but resigned at the close of the term to accept a 
more lucrative position, and Miss Stratton, a graduate of 
Bates College, was elected at the beginning of the fall term. 
All seem interested and endeavoring to accomplish the best 
results for school and scholars. It is hoped that some way 
may be found to again include drawing in our course of 
study, 
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The High School will this summer, for the first time, 
deny the privilege of graduation to three-year students, 
This is necessary, under the state laws, if we are to be 
recognized as a High School and keep our pupils from go- 
ing elsewhere and the town be responsible for tuition. Two 
graduates, class of ’03, returned for the fourth year studies. 
The High School at the next Commencement will have a 
larger membership as there will then be four regular class- 
es instead of three classes and two post graduates, as now. 

One of the most enceuraging features of the school, is 
the increased numbers in the higher grades. 

In each of the eighth and ninth grades a few years ago 
there were not more than nine or ten scholars, one year but 
seven in one of them. 

There are nineteen in the present ninth grade and 
thirty-six in the eighth. The aim to advance the standard. 
of the schools has been seconded by the teachers, and, other 
things being equal, the next class to enter the High School 
will be better prepared than any previous one. 

The co-operation and sympathy of the parents in mat- 
ters pertaining to the educational and social welfare of the 
school and the pride and interest manifested by the citizens 
whenever the merits and ability of the pupils crave their 
approval, reflect credit on our village and are a source of 
gratification to teachers and members of the Board of 
Education,

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Report of Committee for Building New 
School-House. 


At the adjourned Annual Meeting of May, 1903, it was 
voted to appropriate $2000 for a lot of land and building, 
one thousand to be raised in 1903 and one thousand in 
1904. No provision was made for borrowing the second 
thousand dollars, for use this year, and without such _ spe- 
cial provision, the committee had no authority for borrow- 
ing the money and the Board of Education also disclaimed 
authority. The committee, therefore, being unable to ob- 
tain the money, could do no more than purchase a suitable 
lot. ; 

The committee regrets that it was unable to provide 
the accommodations so much needed. The amount of the 
appropriation, however, was entirely inadequate for provid- 
ing a suitable building, and it is hoped that at the coming 
annual meeting enough additional money will be raised to 
erect a building which shall be worthy of our village.
